"They live in our house," Ploss said. 

The story that Ploss put together showed peo-. 
pie about a day in the life of a T ween. 

Ploss came up with the idea for the 'Tweens on 
an early-winter morning. Ploss and his family 
awoke to an inch of snow on the ground, but the 
snow looked more like beads than flakes, he said. 



Ploss and his kids, Amy, Jan, Pete, and John, 
: joked that maybe the beads of snow were actually 
" show seeds planted b>; little people. And that got 
'the ball rolling. 

"I had a drawing and submitted it to a number 
of publishers, but nobody was interested," Ploss 
said about what would be known as the 'Tweens. 

Eventually Ploss approached the Waukegan 
News Sun about a weekly advertising insert that 
usually had a blank page. Ploss drew.and wrote 
the story for free so. that he could maintain the 
copyright. 

But then things changed.

"In the fall the newspaper decided 
that they weren't going to do [the insert] 
any more," Ploss said. "And I said ... 
'Would you let me do it every day?' " 

Ploss was told it would be hard, but 
he wanted to give it a try ' 

For the next year, PIoss's 'Tweens' 
were found on the Just For Kids page, 
but were a bit smaller. In the insert the 
cartoon w,as 12 inches by 15 inches, and 
on the kids page it was five inches' by 
seven inches. 

The Just For Kids page wasn't the 
last stop^for the 'Tweens. After Ploss 
stopped drawing them for the newspa- 
per, he decided to give them a more per- 
manent home. 

"The'Tweens had a whole year, more 
than a year in the paper," Ploss said. 
"And people really liked it, " 

In 1979, Ploss, by maintaining his 
copyright, was able to convert his indi- 
vidual cartoon strips into a storybook' 
about the 'Tweens. 

"This is a 'story about little people 
who are just as smart as we are, but they 
have to live in our world," Ploss said. 
. '. Ploss came up with the idea when he 
looked over the 300-pius drawings he 
had of the 'Tweens. 

"I said- there's a story there," Ploss 
said. 

Now, "The 'Tweens at Deep Lake" 
can be found at the Antioch Public 
Library and the Lake Villa Public 
Library.

As technology changed, Ploss saw 
another outlet for the 'Tweens to reach 
people. Last year, Ploss' scanned his 
book and had it placed onto CDs. 

"I thought I have to try to save what's 
left of this book," Ploss said. 

Ploss sees another future for the 
'Tweens. He sees them as a benefit for 
kids. 

The 'Tweens and Ploss have been 
through a lot since that first cartoon 
strip, including stints on boxes of 
Salerno cookies. But only Ploss knows 
what lies ahead for them.

Finding common ground 

Book club allows students to relate experiences

ANTIOCH - At Antioch 
High School, reading isn't just 
for the classroom. 

..through;. Antioch's Group 
Reading Program, sports 
teams, jazz ensembles, the mu- 
sical team, and teachers read 
books to promote discussion, 
deepen their experiences and 
learn life lessons. 

For the program, a group of 
students - along with their 
teacher or coach - normally 
pick a book related to their ex- 
' tracurricular activity, read the 
book, and then discuss the 
book as a group. 

During last year's reading 
program, dean and wrestling 
coach Wilbur Borrero and his 
team picked a book about a 
boy's struggle to get onto a 
basketball team. 

"We wanted to find a book 
that the students relate to on a 
personal level," Borrero said. 

Borrero's wre.stling group 
decided to have their discus- 
sion during Christmas break. 

"The book allows for 
groups to talk about things 
that wouldn't normally come 
iUp," Borrero said. 

Because ' of the' book, 



Borrero and his team mem- 
bers learned that not every 
body can be the best. 

"My kids got a lot out of it," 
Borrero said. 

Last year, the jaza ensemble, 
conductor Patrick Hayes 
'chose to read "Jazz" by Toni 
Morrison - a book set during 
the early 1900s - to teach his 
students about' the roots of 
ia.iz and the hardships that the 
music was a response to. 

This year, the varsity dance 
team is reading articles from a 
dance magazine. 

"At the beginning of the 
season, I realized my dancers 
had very little dance educa- 
tion," dance team coach Kelly 
Taylor said, "They needed 
more insight into the profes- 
sional world of dance." 

To set an example for their 
students, teachers began their 
.own reading groups during 
the, program's second year. 
The special education teach- 
ers read "I Read It But I Don't 
Get It" to help their teaching. 
For fun, another teacher 
group read "Prince of Fire," a 
fictional page-turner full of 
conspiracy. The teachers even 
made a display full of book 
covers to show Antioch stu- 
dents what their groups are 



reading. 

Principal Michael Nekritz 
got the idea for this program 
after seeing a smaller version 
of the program started by 
Niles Township High School 
reading specialist Nikki 
Zarevsky. Her program was 
called "One book, One Team." 

"We have expanded on that 
program," Nekritz said. 

Only two sports groups 
participated in the first year of 
the program. But in the sec- 
ond year, 11 student groups 
read books. 

Some teams haven't re- 
ceived their books yet in the 
third and current year of the 
program, making an .accurate 
number of participants diffi- 
cult to estimate.- 

" Every year we try to run 
up our reading goals," Nekritz 
said. 

To even further encourage 
reading, Antioch began a 
"Relax and Read" time in 
which students got 45 minutes 
to read what ever they want. 
For a pas,t "Relax and Read" 
time during Black History 
Month, students were encour- 
aged to read black literature 
and write essays about it. The 
best essay writers were given 
tickets to a Bulls game.

Supporting the troops 

It is important to support our nation's troops, in 
peace time and especially in a time of .war, ; .. .. . ........ . . 

; For John Blanchard, that includes supporting vet- 
erans after they have left the military, returned to the 
United States, and attempted to re-enter civilian life. 
Blanchard is the executive director of the National 
Association of System Administrators Education 
Corp. For two years, Blanchard has led "Stand Down," 
a program that tried to help homeless veterans. Twice 
a year "Stand Down" has an outreach program at ■ 
Camp Algonquin in which homeless veterans are 
given food and clothes. Each time, the number of 
homeless vets who have shown up to participate has 
roughly doubled. The most recent outreach effort at- 
tracted 227 veterans. 

When people tell Blanchard that the program has 
been a success, attracting more homeless vets each 
year, his response is, "Unfortunately, yes," Blanchard 
would rather there be no need for the program. 

Blanchard, who served in the Navy for eight years, 
said some homeless veterans simply didn't have a 
strong family support system to begin with and strug- 
gle upon returning to the U.S. Others end up estranged 
from their families upon returning home from war. 

"Little Billy who went off tolraq or Afghanistan is 
not going to be the same person when he comes back," 
Blanchard said. "He is going to be a different person, . 
and that can be difficult," 
• Most of the veterans Blanchard encounters are 
from the Vietnam war and the first Iraq war About a 
dozen of those attending the most recent outreach 
were from the current contlicts in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Whether the U.S. does enough to help re- 
turning veterans adjust to civilian life is debatable. 
Blanchard believes that a transition program is 
needed that not only helps veterans take advantage of 
benefits already available, but also helps veterans ad- 
just to a life they now have complete control over, 

At times, the debate over the Iraq war has been 
heated and divisive. But the one area we all can agree 
on is that those who have served this nation deserve 
our gratitude upon returning.

Fighting a possible electric-rate increase j 



In October, ComEd re- 
quested a service delivery rate 
increase of $361 million, 
which, if approved, would cost 
an additional $6 per month on 
an average bill of $75. 

It's an 8 percent increase on 
ComEd customers. 

Ratepayers have two power- 
ful friends to plead their case 
before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, which is sched- 
uled to decide the issue in . 
September. ■ 

Illinois Attorney General 
Lisa Madigan and the Citizens 
Utility Board, through its 
Executive Director David 
Kolata, already have filed ob- 
jections to the increase as 
being overly excessive. 

If Madfgan and CUB are ■ 
successful in their counter-de- 
mand, the rate increase would 
be reduced by 90 percent from 
the $361 million down to $39 
million. 

They. claim that ComEd can 
provide adequate and reliable 
delivery service and still make

a reasonable profit without the ■ 
hefty tax increase, 

Not surprisingly, ComEd , 
contends that utility poles, 
transformers, underground ca- 
bles and other improvement 
costs have increased faster 
than inflation. 

They also point to the 
tremendous growth in their 
service territory. 

Excuse me, but I shed no • 
tears for ComEd. 

I worry more about ratepay- 
ers making ends meet, espe- 
cially those on fixed incomes. 

Who worries about their 
concer ns over inflat ion? 

ComEd's service territory 
includes six of the fastest

He also said that 
investments on grid technol- 
ogy should only be recovered ■ 
after the utility shows defini- 
tively that they are deemed jus-" 
titled and reasonable. 

Kolata claims that ComEd is 
trying to impose all of the bur- 
dens of higher risk factors on 
consumers in order to receive 
higher profits. 

If we allow ComEd to re- 
cover these costs by putting 



riders on rate-payers monthly 
bills, we are giving the giant 
utility a blank check to impose 
higher rates.

Ask about the 
person's family or how his or her job is going. ' ■ ' 

* If an argument arises, simply say you'll agree to disagree. Chances are you're not going to convince someone 
else to support your candidate in the middle of a dinner party. 

* Remember that you don't have to talk to everyone about your political preferences. If you'd rather keep who 
you're supporting a secret, tell people you're still in the process of making up your mind.

America has

Where have you gone, Joe 
DiMaggio? 

A nation turns its lonely eyes to you. 

Woo, woo, woo. 

What's that you say, Mrs. Robinson? 

Joltin' Joe has left and gone away. 

In the mid-1960s, Paul Simon jotted 
down those words for a song he and Art 
Garfunkel would later drive to the top 
of the charts, 

It lamented a by gone era, not only in 
sports, but" in America. Our heroes 
were gone, and as Simon looked near 
and far, he could not find a suitable re- 
placement. Where, he wanted to know, 
was the next DiMaggio, someone who 
carried himself a certain way, someone 
who, at least to us, seemed perfect, 
heroic. 

"... Heroes and heroism speaks to the 
, subconscious desires of the culture," 
. Simon wrote in a New York Times op-ed 
piece shortly after DiMaggio's death in 
1999. "We need heroes, and we search 
for candidates to be anointed. ... I 
thought of him as an American hero' 
and that genuine heroes were in short 
supply." 

A nation no longer must gaze across 
a barren landscape, hopelessly unable 
to find someone who. carries with him 
all we dream our heroes to be, all that 
DiMaggio was. 

We have, at long last, found him. 

A nation can turn its lonely eyes to 
the first tee and see the DiMaggio that 
Paul Simon yearned, for, the ideal that- 
has eluded the sports culture since JOe 
D stepped out of Yankee Stadium for 
good. ' . 

On the first tee at golf courses 
across this country, across the world, 
arid this week at Augusta National, 
where the 72nd Masters will begin 
Thursday morning, stands Tiger 
Woods. 

Simon, all of us, can. stop looking. 
We have found DiMaggio. His name is 
Eldrick "Tiger" Woods, 

"In the.'SOs and '60s, it was fashion- 
able to refer to baseball as a, metaphor 
for America," Simoh wrote in the Op- 
Ed piece. "And DiMaggio represented 
the values of that America: Excellence 
and fulfillment of duty [he often played 
in pain], combined with a grace that 
implied' a. purity of spirit, an off-the- 
fieldt dignity and a jealously guarded 
private life." ' 

Sounds familiar, doesn't it? 

The tumult of the '50s and '60s re- 
sembles the messy sports world we now 
live in. 

.. Steroids and cheaters line up next to 
each other, our bond with athletes and 
officials and administrators undeni- 
ably strained. Our eyes are not simply 
lonely, but also leery. ' . .

Ozzie Guillen is a national 
darling largely because he 
speaks his mind, shall we say , 
colorfully. 

It is easy to see now that 
Woods stands for the ideals 
Simon saw in DiMaggio. It 
was not easy for DiMaggio to 
see what Simon saw. 

Back then, when the words 
crackled through radios 
across America and spun on 
record players in living rooms 
east and west, DiMaggio did- 
n't understand. He missed the 
meaning, and was outraged by 
the song, by these musicians 
invoking his name. Who were 
these, guys to suggest he had 
disappeared, ' DiMaggio 
thought. Sure, he wasjretired, 
but he had not vanished. 

DiMaggio had missed the 
point, as Simon told "60 
Minutes" years ago. 

"He had not yet begun to 
think y of himself as a 
metaphor," Simon said. 

For five decades now, a 
sports nation has continued 
Simon's search. 

But now, finally, all these 
years later, Simon's longing 
question does not echo in the 
night. 

Where have you gone, Joe 
DiMaggio? 

Right out there, placing a 

tee in the ground, selling a 

' spOrts drink or a car or a 



driver. 

That Woods has not been 
sullied in this era when every 
celebrity movement is chroni- 
cled makes him more astound- 
ing, his presence more reas- 
suring. He has had small is- 
sues here and there. There are 
those who criticize him for not 
taking stands on issues, for 
failing to make better use of 
his stardom. He had a flap 
over some, tasteless jokes in a 
GO. magazine piece years ago. 

Each time, though, he has 
walked away mostly un- 
scathed, his Teflon far better - 
so far - than the version that 
enveloped and protected 
• Jordan for years and years." 

Eventually, for Jordan, it 
wore off; his warts could not 
be concealed forever. Perhaps 
it will happen with Woods, 
and time will point out that, in 
fact, we have not found 
DiMaggio.
